Those responsible for my leaving on 
Dec. 26 violated the laws of the state 
and nation by taking the law into 
th eir own hands and com m itted a 
crim e for which they m ust be pun­ 
ished if there is any law at all in the 
state of Michigan. 
‘W hen the shot was fired into my 
back it was not into Moyer alone, but 
th a t shot reached every m iner on the 
continent. 
It was a shot in the back 
of the working class and especially 
into the back of all organized wage 
w orkers.” 
The union leader said he had tele­ 
graphed to the governor th at he ac­ 
cepted the state executive’s opinion 
th a t a conference between the men 
and em ployers w'ould settle the diffi­ 
culty and had aoked him to propose 
such action “to bring about a settle­ 
m ent and get the men back at w ork.”

McConnell, the victim ’s m other, with 
Mrs. R. M. Bashford, widow of a for­ 
m er justice of the W isconsin suprem e 
court, drove to the school building to 
call for Miss McConnell. 


Mother Calls for Daughter. 


The m other was inform ed by friends 
th a t an accident 
had detained 
her 
daughter and th a t she had better re­ 
turn home. 
She drove away unac­ 
quainted with the real situation, but 
w as later told of the tragedy. 
Spooner and Miss McConnell were 
childhood playm ates and fifteen years 
ago, before Spooner was m arried, they 
w ere fast friends. 
Spooner bought a drink at a saloon 
and upon leaving told the bartender: 
"T his is the last you will see of 
m e.” 
He boarded a stree t car and rode to 
the 
school 
building, 
crossed 
the 
school grounds 
as would 
a casual 
visitor, and, stepping ahead of Mrs. 
W alter Drew, wife of the deputy a t­ 
torney general of W isconsin, entered 
the building. 
He talked briefly to 
Emil Sullivan, a pupil, and then went 
to Miss McConnell’s door. 
W ithout any conversation he sent 
two 38-caliber 
bullets through her 
head. She reeled and fell dead in the 
hallway. 
Spooner then 
shot 
him self under 
the right ear, the bullet lodging in 
front of the 
left eye and 
passing 
through the frontal portion of the 
brain.

Madison, Wis., Jan. IO.—In the two 
years since the w orkm en’s com pensa­ 
tion law w ent into effect em ployers of 
the state have pa d as indem nity to 
injured workm en and their depend­ 
ents the sum of $396,354.73. 
This announcem ent was made by 
the 
state 
industrial 
commission, 
which has ju st com pleted the com pila­ 
tion of the statistics. 
The am ount 
does not include sum s paid under the 
m edical relief provision of the law, 
which it is estim ated would equal 50 
per cent of the am ount paid as in­ 
dem nity. 
T here have been settled up to Jan. 
I, 1914, a total of 6,894 claims. 
The 
average am ount paid as indem nity in 
each case is $57.72. 
Practically all of 
these claim s have been settled direct­ 
ly 
between the em ployer and 
the 
claim ant, w ithout any intervention on 
the p art of the industrial commission. 


This is required by the legislative in 
te re st disclosed by the review of the 
statutes. 
“The am ount of stock which the 
com mission intelligently can approve 
to be issued is inseparable from the 
price at which it is to be issued. The 
price at which the public interest may 
require th a t it may be issued during 
a period of ten years beginning five 
years hence is im possible of ascer 
tainm ent now.”
